BALLOT WINS THE IROQUOIS. 

JAMES R. KEENE’S VOTER COLT EAS- 
ILY RUNS AWAY FROM MONFORT. 

Rye, Rapid Water and Arimo Finish Heads 
Apart in the Handicap — Castle- 
wood Is Disqualified. 



New York. July 23. — Only a trio — Ballot, Mon- 
fort and Saracianioi — fared the starter In the rleh 
Iroquois Stakes at Brighton Beach today. James 
K. Keene’s good son of Voter earried top weight 
of 120 pounds over a mile and a quarter and won 
with any amount iu hand in the fast time of 
2:05. The ring's o|K*ning odds favored Ballot, hut 
Monfort quiekly supplanted him. It appeared 
as If nearly everylwdy wanted to bet on the Wilson 
colt, and a plunge of abnormal proportions devel- 
o|K*d. his price being forced down to 7 to 3, where 
it stood to the end. all the layers being loaded up 
with wagers. In the meantime Ballot and Sara- 
einesea steadily receded iu the market for lack of 
support. The favorite established a long lead iu 
the first quarter, despite little Dugan’s efforts to 
check his speed. After rounding the turn Monfort 
ran up the baekstreteh steadily as a clock, but 
then it was seen that Ballot had crept up to within 
easy striking distance, was under a heavy pull and, 
barring accidents, would win. Tin* relative positions 
of the two leaders shifted iu a twinkling. Ballot 
coming home practically alone, with Monfort a 
good and persevering second and Saracinesca a 
beaten off last. When Miller, who rode Saracinesca 
saw the futility of further effort, lie pulled up. 

The survival of Ballot and his development into 
one of the great three-year-olds of the year, after 
what lie went through with last winter, was the 
chief subject of conversation after the race. Promin- 
ent horsemen say t hat t he has miraculously re- 
covered from the wind affection and roaring tend- 
ency which threatened to impair bis usefulness last 
spring. No horse that was not wholly free from 
afflictions of this character could have accomplished 
what he did today and critics now rati* him as su- 
perior to his celebrated stable companion, l*etcr 
Tan.

of successful outsiders was not checked until iu 
the last race, when nearly every one was down to 
bed rock financially. It was then that Miller came 
along with a victory on Sanguine, a 3 to 5 fav<*rite. 
It profited very few, as the price was prohibitive 
and the victory came too late to recoup. 

Castlewood won off by himself in the third race 
for two year olds. Not ter indulged in a lit le rough 
play on the baekstreteh and the stewards promptly 
disqualified t'astlewood. This let Karl G., the even 
money favorite, up. Castlewood belongs to J. L. 
McGinnis. He has raced iu blinkers heretofore and 
was generally left at the post or partially so. 
Today the astute owner started him without the 
rogue’s badge and a marvelous ability to l»cat the 
barrier resulted. It is known that the disqualt 
fic.it ion cost John W. Gates $3. (Mat. This particular 
ruling was greeted with cheers and handclapping. 
Notter was given six days’ suspension for his part 
in the affair. 

The racing liegan witli a six furlongs sprint in 
which sixteen horses elected to try conclusions. 
Momentum, which made his first appearance under 
colors this season and Sister Frances opened equal 
choices in the betting at 2* to 1. The first named 
receded to *5 to 1 at the close and by beating the 
harrier, was able to save third place. The Ben 
Strome mare was virtually left at the post. She 
covered fully fifty yards more ground on the turn, 
besides making Up the twenty lengths lost at the 
start, and then succeeded in beating Andrew Miller’s 
colt for second place. Neoskaleeta, at 20 to 1. was 
the lucky winner. 

W. B. Jennings’ Ingham, at 8 to 1, survived all 
the bad luck that was coming to him and then won 
the second race. Bed I^eaf, the runner-up had. if 
anything, more coming to her iu this respect than 
her younger opponent. 

The Sullivan clan recouped their season’s losses 
on Rye today. The field iu the closing race was 
fractious. Rosimiro was badly kicked by San 
gulne. Banyab and Ingraham were condemned to 
the schooling list for their misbehavior. Miller’s 
waiting tactics on Sanguim* were exactly similar to 
those that prevailed in the last attempt on this 
colt. His backers were kept in suspense until in 
the last couple of strides. The race track inclosure 
was the pleasantest place iu New York today. Th 
attendance exceeded 20,1)00. 



TO IMPROVE FORT ERIE TRACK. 



Buffalo. N. Y.. July 23. — The Fort Erie track, 
which is now owned by Messrs. (Vila, Condon and 
Mndigan. will be under the control of the Niagara 
Jockey Club next year. After the present meeting 
the plant will be fciven a thorough overhauling ac 
cording to the plans of the new owners, and about 
$23,(100 will be spent in improvements and the course 
made modern and up-to-date in every respect. 



MISS ALERT WINS FROM MISS LIDA. 

Surprises at Fort Erie— Amusing Incidents 
in the First Race. 

Buffalo. N. Y., July 23. — There was nothing at- 
tractive ainuit the card at Fort Erie today. Those 
present were treated to a series of surprises, since 
the majority of the races were won by outsiders. 
Short priced horses have cut but little figure in the 
results to date. The track was fast. Four of the 
winners had to stand hard drives to win. 

There appears to he a combination among the 
white Iki.vk against the colored jockeys, especially 
in races in which D. Austin and J. Lee have had 
mounts. In the Derby yesterday. Cave- Adsum. 
ridden by J. Lee, was clearly the best, but the 
colt’s chances were ruined by Interference. In the 
fifth race today Austin, who had the mount on 
Balia, was all but crowded over tin* inside fence, 
and this undoubtedly licat Mr. Celia’s filly. Shirley 
R. and llilH*rnia both suffered in the second race, 
while iu the third Leo, on Charlie Thompson, was 
sharply cut off directly after the start. 

The opening race, for maiden three-year-olds and 
upward, to Ik* ridden by maiden jockeys, produced 
some amusing incidents, on the way to the |H»st 
Average got the better of his rider and simply 
pushed his way through the outside fence ou to the 
lawn right ill friwit of the middle of the grand- 
stand. The crowd scattered, but one of the 
spectators grabbed the ln»rse, which was all that 
prevented him from trotting Into the betting ring. 
While at the i»ost Harry Richards unseated O’Brien 
and Helen H. III. and Duchess of Dantzic started 
to run off, tint were caught and led back to the 
barrier. When the field was finally sent away 
Theodocia passed into the lead and opened up a 
lead of three lengths in the run down the back- 
stretch. She led all the way and won easily. 

Osmuuda made a runaway affair of the second 
race. This filly had worked well, hut the presence 
of I>. Riley iu the saddle kept many from wagering 
on her. In the third race F. E. Shaw, after forc- 
ing the pace, managed to last long enough to stag- 
er in a head in front of Showman. Swain out 
rode Steele when it came to a finish iu tin* fourth 
race and this was responsible for Miss Alert’s vic- 
tory over Miss Lida. 

The Kirkfield Stable’s threc-ycar-ohl Tourenne, 
which finished third iu yesterday’s Derby, was 
shipped to Saratoga this morning. The two-year old 
Margot lias lwen transferred by W. 1*. Frazer to 
Jik* MeLeiinan. John Fe.rriss is due here tomor- 
row from Latouia with sixteen horses. 

Steeplechase jin -key Pemberton, who was injured 
while riding Rink Storm at Kenilworth, left the 
hospital today, lie will not Ik* iu sbahe to ride 
again for another mouth. 

Ellicott will be given a let-up. He pulled up lame 
after bis race in the i’anadiau Derby and, accord- 
ing to reports, spread bis foot. 

MAY PREVENT RACING AT ASCOT PARK 

Judqe of Superior Court Holds that the 
Annexation Is Leqal. 

Los Angeles, Cal., July 23. — It has been decided 
by Judge Houser iu the Superior Court that the an- 
nexation to this. city of what is known as the “shoe 
string strip,’’ iu which Ascot Park is located, is 
legal. If this decision is not reversed by the Su 
preme Court, or unless the city authorities make 
Inoperative the ordinanee forbidding betting on horse 
races within the city limits, the Los Angeles Jockey 
Club will have to seek a new location or resort to 
continued legal assaults if there Is to be future 
raring here. 

That tin* Supreme Court of the state will l*e asked 
to decide on the question is probable. This would 
make it possible while tin* ease is in the hands of 
the court to conduct a meeting at Ascot Park, un 
less the city should resort to injunction proceedings 
to enforce its ordinance. 

Attorney George H. Peck of San Pedro, attacked 
the validity of the annexation. He claimed that the 
pro|»er notice of registration was not given by the 
City, curtailing registration; that parts of the strip 
are uninhabited and not subject to annexation; and 
that the unusual sha|K* of the strip pointed to the 
fact that it was an annexation not contemplated by 
the law. 

Demurrer to the complaint was entered by the city 
attorney and the demurrer was sustained. The court 
decides that tin* complaint does not coutain sutfici 
ent grounds to constitute an action. 



WILLIAM J. GLENN IS DEAD. 

New York, July 23. — William J. Glenn, for many 
years cashier of the Coney Island Jockey Club, 
died Sunday night at his home in this city. Mr. 
Glenn was well known to the horsemen and race- 
goers of two genera tions. A few years ago he 
was stricken with paralysis and was forced to give 
up work a year ago. He was popular with horse- 
men. who will learn of his death with regret. 
Mr. Glenn was 53 years iff age and leaves two 
daughters. The funeral was held from his late resi- 
dence at 1:30 o’clock this afternoon. 



FIRE AT GROSSE POINTE. 



Detroit, Mich., July 23. — It looked for a few min- 
utes this afternoon as if Louis A. Celia would lose 
a goodly portion of the equipment of his Grosse 
Pointe race track, where the Grand Circuit trotting 
meeting Is now in progress. Fire started In one 
of the barns while the second heat In the Chamber 
of Commerce Stakes was being decided. Horsemen 
and spectators rushed to the stable ground and aided 
the firemen in checking the conflugratiou, confining 
the loss to one barn, valued at about $2,000. No 
horses were destroyed. 



NOTASULGA DOES WELL AT SARATOGA 

Phantom Is Out of Training — Durncll Sells 
First Mason to J. A. Bcnnct. 

New York, July 23. — AllK*rt Hamel, who came 
down from Saratoga Sunday, brings to his partner, 
Henry Brulatour, good news of the condition of 
their superb filly, Notasulga. 

‘You would Ik* astonished to see liow well 
Notasulga looks,” Mr. Hamel said. “She Is as 
big as a draught horse. I measured and weighed 
her the other day. She stands sixteen and a half 
hands on her bare feet, and she tips the beam at 
1.015 pounds. Training conditions at Saratoga 
are ideal. The nights arc cool, there are no mos- 
quitoes or other bothersome insects, and the water 
is excellent. Horses that do not do well at the 
Springs, will not do well anywhere.” 

Mr. Hamel says he does not expect to race 
Notasulga until the end of August. She is at 
Saratoga to recuperate from her campaign, which 
ltegau in New Orleans iu January, and the only 
race she will have at the Springs will be one 
to fit her for her engagements at Sheepsbead Kay 
in September. She will Ik* pointed for the Flat- 
bush and the Great Eastern Stakes, and it is the 
hope of her owners that they can demonstrate 
that she is beyond question the best two-year-old 
filly of 1907. • 

Phantom came out of the steeplechase at Brighton 
Saturday so lame that Mr. Hitchcock has decided 
to send him to Wostbury for a rest of alwnt eight 
months and he has his doubts if tlie old fellow, 
will ever go over the jumps again. He has a badly 
bowed tendon. It was this that put him out of com- 
mission after he finished second ill the King’s 
Highway Steeplechase at Gravesend last September. 
At that time his ease looked l«id, but he came back 
this spring in g«x*d form. He won three of his five 
races this year and one of them was the Greenfield 
Steeplechase at Gravesend in June. 

Peter Wimmer is now training Ormnndalo for 
\Y. O’B. Maedonougli. Ormondale has been a great 
disappointment to Mr. Maedonougli. After he won 
the Futurity iu 1905, the California turman had 
high hopes for the sou of Ormonde, but he did mot 
race on last year and in* is now unsound. Oran 
likewise has not raced up to his two-year-old form. 

Woodford Clay says Kentucky Beau will race no 
more until after the Saratoga meeting. He says, 
after his race for the s|M*cia! won by McCarter at 
Brighton Friday, he Is convinced that the sou of 
Star Shoot is a fall horse. 

First Mason has changed hands again. He is 
now in the stable of J. A. Bonnet. After his failure 
Saturday, C. E. Durnell sold First Mason to Mr. 
Bonnet for $54 m). 

There is much guessing here as whether or not 
it is the intention of James R. Keene to start Colin 
for the Brighton Junior next Saturday. The general 
impression seems to Im* that the son of Commando 
will go and if he d<*es it is next to a certainty that 
he will Ik* the favorite. 

F. A. Forsythe, it is said, is one of many who 
l#»lieve that R. F. Carman’s Kifteman ran an extra- 
ordinary race last Monday. Forsythe told the stew- 
ards that when Rifleman was his property he never 
showed such sliced. But from all accounts the 
case Is closed. 

Barney Schrelber has traded Banyah to Maurice 
Kraus for Miss Spooner. Banyah is a two-year old 
eolt by Bannockburn Winyah, and Miss S|»ooiicr 
is a three-year-old filly by Star Ruby Flora Hurst, 
therefore a sister to Hurst bourne. It is Mr. 
Schreiber’s intention to send Miss Spooner to his 
Woodlands Farm in Missouri. 

Fred Littlefield will ship his small stable to the 
Walden Farm at Middlebnrgh. Md., at the end 
of the Brighton meeting. Tin* stable includes only 
Jubilee and one other, and they will Ik* rested 
up until the fall meetings hereabouts, when the 
ex jockey hones that Jubilee will show his class 
among the real good ones. 

SEATTLE DERBY NEXT SATURDAY. 



Seattle. Wash., July 23. The Seattle Derby, 
which is to he the feature of the card at The Mead 
ows next Saturday, is commanding the attention of 
local horsemen and race-goers just now. The Derby 
is at one mile and a quarter and has a guaranteed 
value of $3,000. The probable starters are Apple- 
gate & Cotton’s Woolma; H. C. A biers’ Alta Spa; 
H. G. Bed well’s Judge Nelson; T. S. Childs’ Vox 
Populi; W. P. Fine’s Arconrt; D. S. Fountain’s 
Senator Warner; Charles Gasser’s Lady Kitty; R. 
H. Harris’ Irish Mail; II. W. Hoag & Co.’s Grace 
G., W. P. Magrane’s Aftermath or May Amelia; 
I). A. Ross’ May L. N. ; E. J. Ramsey’s Seven 
Bells; Matt Reiss’ Miss Ofiicious and F. Wallhauser 
& Co.’s Edwin T. Fryer. 

Woolma will probably be the favorite. She is 
goiug g<»od iu her preparation for the race. A. 
Walsh, the stable jockey, will probably ride her. 

Grace G. and May L. N. are expected to be the 
contenders. May L. N. ran a corking good race a 
few days ago. beating Entre Nous for the place. 
She has been improving all along and looks to he one 
of the l*cst in the field. Graee G. is fit. Edwin T. 
Fryer has run some good raees and is getting better. 
Seven Bells is an ina ml -outer. Senator Warner 
Is a consistent performer and Irish Mail has Ikm*i 
doing well lately.

WINN TO BE THE MANAGER. 

PRESIDENT OF AMERICAN TURF ASSO- 
CIATION JOINS BUTLER. 

State Racing Commission Postpones Action 
on Empire City Club’s Demands 
Until Today. 



New York. July 23.— The State Racing Commis- 
sion met Unlay to listen to the appeal of the Em- 
pire City Trotting Club to abrogate or modify cer- 
tain rules of racing which would prevent the 
Jockey Club from outlawing horsemen who raced 
at the Empire City track. Under the Percy-Gray 
law the State Racing Commission has the power to 
do tlfls. hut the law also reads that the Jockey 
Club must be heard in the matter, and the case was 
postponed until 1 o’clock tomorrow, when both 
sides will present a written statement of the case. 
To many it logins to look now as if some sort of 
compromise might Ik* effected. It is the general 
hope that such is the case. 

The most important news in connection with the 
Empire City matter today is that Matt J. Winn, 
of Louisville, president of the American Turf 
Association, has tK*en engaged to manage the com- 
ing meeting. Mr. Winn came here last week to 
meet Joseph L. Rhinnck and Louis A. Celia with 
reference to next winter’s racing in New Orleans 
and had all his arrangements made to leave for 
home Sunday, when he got a request from James 
Butler for a conference. 

Mr. Butler then made Mr. Winn an offer to take 
the general management of t lie meeting and late 
this afternoon the offer was accepted. Mr. Winn 
will start in at once to shape matters up for the 
meeting and, although fully realizing that he has 
a gigantic task ahead of Dim, hopes to bring order 
out of chaos in the short time allowed him. 

This is quite the best move the Empire City 
people have yet made, as Mr. Winn is not only 
a capable racing manager, but brings with him the 
confidence and sup|»ort of a large number of western 
horsemen who are idle just at this time. As there 
is no outlaw rule with the American Turf Associa- 
tion, except a ruling off for fraud, western horse- 
men who come to Empire City will have an utter 
disregard f«*r tin* action of the Jockey Club. 

In an interview tonight Mr. Winn said: “I came 

here on purely personal matters and represent no 
one but myself. My coming must not be construed 
as representing any western interest, for such is 
decidedly not the case. There is not a dollar of 
western money Invested in Empire City track, 
so far as I know, and I shall have nothing to do 
with any fight that may Ik* on l»etween the Em- 
pire City track and the Jockey Club. My duties 
are simply to take hold at once, arrange a pro- 
gram. get the plant in t lie best shape possible and 
interest what horsemen I can in the meeting. I 
have no axes to grind and my only desire will be 
to make the meeting as much of a success as pos- 
sible under the conditions. I have not yet seen 

the track, but expect to go out there early to- 
morrow morning, pull off my coat and settle down 
to two weeks of the hardest work I have ever yet 
undertaken. I will be able to make some an- 
nouncement just as soon as I look over the ground 
and see what can be clone. I am to have a free 
hand and with hard work hope to get matters 
shaped up by Augtfst 5.*’ 

Announcement was made this afternoon that a 
force of 5(io men will Ik* at work tomorrow getting 
the track and buildings iu shape for the opening 
of the meeting August 5. The majority of these 
men will Ik* at work on the track proper. It Is now 
a; hard as flint after Its use for trotting and pacing 
races and will have* to be plowed, harrowed uml 
worked over extensively to make it tit for the run- 
ners. 

The facilities in the main betting pavilion will be 
increased by extending it behind the grandstand 
and the roadway leading from Yonkers avenue to 
the lawn. This roadway will be used in future for 
automobiles and carriages only. A new general en- 
trance will be made at the Jerome avenue end of 
the track, where the trolley line ends, to the north- 
west of the grandstand. Behind the new field 
stand, which is to have a seating capacity of 2,500. 
will >>e a betting shed. 

Work on the railroad improvements has begun. 
The association has turned over to the trolley com- 
pany a large piece of property behind the clubhouse. 
This will be utilized for a trolley loop. In going 
from this city patrons of the track will use the 
New York Central Station to Woodlawn. Then the 
Webster avenue trolley will convey them to Je- 
rome avenue, where the new switch will be In 
working order by which the ride will bo made direct 
to the track. The time of the whole journey will be 
forty minutes from the Grand Central. 

The letter of the Empire City Trotting Club, 
which occasioned the meeting of the State Racing 
Commission today, is in full as follows: 

The State Racing Commission. Hon. James. W. 

Wadsworth, Chairman, 32 Nassau Street, New 

York City. 

Gentlemen— The Racing Law (Chapter 570 of the 
Laws of 1895. Sec. 6) provides for the issue by 
the State Racing Commission to certain corpora- 
tions of a license to conduct running races and race 
meetings. This is the only lieeuse issued for that 
pur|M>se known to the law. 

The same section provides that the license shall 
contain a 1 condition t ha t all running races and race 
meetings conducted thereunder shall be subject to 
the reasonable rules and regulations from time to 
time p Described by the Jockey Club. It also pro- 
vides that any rule or regulation of such Jockey 
Club may be modified or abrogated by the State 
Racing Commission.

ute. the JoeKey Club has promulgated the following 
as one «*r Ps “Roles”: 

”8. The stewards of tin* Jockey Club shall have 
power to grant and withdraw licenses to race- 
courses.” 

We submit that the al*ove rule is not a reason- 
able rule within the meaning of tin* statute; that 
it is illegal and improper in so far as it applies 
1o racecourses within the State of New York, in 
asuiudi as it attempts to assert a power over li- 
censes in the stewards of the Joekey Club at vari 
mice with and iu opposition to that of the State 
Racing Commission, and that it should l>e abro- 
gated or modified. 

The license by the commission l>eing declared by 
the law I** be sufficient authority for tin* holding 
of race meetings and being tin* only license which 
tin* law prescribes, tlio granting or withholding 
of a license cannot legally l*e exercised by any 
other authority. If tin* State Racing Commission 
should refuse a license to an applicant the license of 
the Jockey Club could not legalise a race meeting. 
On the other hand, if the commission issues a 
license, tin* failure of the Jockey Club to grant 
one could not destroy or weaken the authority de- 
rived from the commission's license. If such were 
the ease, the license of the commission would 1 m* 
an empty formality which the Joekey Club would 
be at liberty to nullify at will. 

The Jockey Club lias further published a rule, 
making a distinction tietweeti “recognised” and 
“unrecognized” meetings, so-called, and declaring 
that meetings held by certain associations, to wit, 
the Coney Island Jockey Club, the Brooklyn Jockey 
Club, the Westchester Racing Association and the 
Brighton Beach Racing Association, are “recog- 
nized” meetings, as well as any meeting held 
under “a license by the Jockey Club,” ami that 
those held without such license, or the license of a 
turf aiPlmrity recognized by t lie* Joekey Club, are 
unrecognized meetings. The rule in question is as 
follovi 8 : 

“1. A recognized meeting is: 

“(1) A meeting held by the Coney Island Jockey 
Club, the Brooklyn Jockey Club, the Westchester 
Racing Assocition and the Brighton Beach Racing 
Ass* >ciation. 

“(2 1 A meeting held under a license granted by 
the Joekey Club. «»r one held in the United States or 
Canada tinder the sanction of any Inrf authority 
whose jurisdiction ov**r racing of any nature is 
recognized by the Jockey Club and which enforces 
the forfeit list of the Jockey Club and such reeog 
nized associations, and which also gives effect to 
sentences imposed bv those authorities upon persons 
gui|t.v of any fraudulent practices on tin* tnrf. 

“(3) A meeting held in lie* United Kingdom 
under the auspices of tin* English Jockey Club and 
all others having a reciprocal agreement with it. 

“(4) A meeting held in any foreign country 
Other than the United Kingdom and Cuuadu under 



-the sanction of any turf authority giving effect to 
"sentTnccS -Imposed by the stewards of the Jockey- 
Club upon persons guilty of fraudulent practices 
on the turf, and which enforces the forfeit list of 
the Jockey Club.” 

The Jockey Club has further published rules dis- 
qualifying horses, owners, trainers and jockeys tak- 
ing part in unrecognized race meetings from partici- 
pation in recognized meetings, as follows: 

“(6) if a horse run at any unrecognized meeting 
he is disqualified from all races to which these 
rules apply. 

“(7) Any owner or trainer running horses, any 
jockey riding the same at any unrecognized meeting 
shall 1m* disqualified for all races to which these 
rules apply. Such horses and all others under the 
control of such owner or trainer shall also be dis- 
qualified. Any person acting in any official capacity 
may also be disqualified.” 

The rules above quoted (8. 1, 6 and 7) are un- 
reasonable, Illegal and improper In this, that they 
not only assert a right unknown to the law. in 
tin* Joekey Club, to grant ami withdraw licenses, 
but they undertake to punish those who take part 
in a meeting which the Jockey Club lias not 
licensed, and thereby to boycott the meeting and 
prevent it from being held, even though it is held 
under tin* license of the State Racing Commission. 

It may have been the intention, in framing these 
rules, to refer exclusively to race tracks outside the 
State of New York, which do not fall under the 
licensing power of the State Racing Commission; 
but if so. tlie language used would not seem to Ik* 
sufficiently restricted. 

In fact, it has been stated by an authorized 
representative of the Jockey Club that a race 
meeting held without the license of the Joekey 
Club, although authorized by the license of the 
commission, would be an unrecognized or outlawed 
meeting, and tin* impresisou due to this and other 
similar statements lias obtained credence iu certain 
quarters and lias found expression recently In the 
public prints, especially in **onneetion with the pro- 
posed rming meeting at the Empire City track, for 
which tin* State Racing Commission lias just issued 
its license. 

It is manifest that if such an impression is 
allowed to exist in the public mind, however un- 
founded it may 1 m*. it will be extremely difficult, 
if not impossible, to hold the race meeting iu ques- 
tion. as neither owners, trainers nor jockeys would 
he willing to participate in a race meeting which 
disqualified them from all the other race meetings 
of the current season in' the State of New York. 
As it is proposed to hold this race meeting in the 
month of August, the matter is one of extreme 

urgency. 

In view of the possible construction which might 
he given to them, we asked the Jockey Club on 

July 0 last to give us an explicit assurance that 
these rules ar«* not intended t<* apply to a meeting 
held under a license of tin* State Racing Commis- 
sion. In its reply, received this day, the Joekey 

('lub has failed to give us such an assurance. A 

copy of the correspondence is hereto annexed. 

In pursuance of the provision of the statute 
(Chapter 570 of Hie Laws of 1895) providing that 
“any rule or regulation of such Jockey Club 

. . . may Im* modified or abrogated by the 

State Racing Commission on giving such Jockey 
(’Inh . . . . an opportunity to l*e heard,” we 

resjwet fully ask that the commission will take 
immediate action to abrogate or modify tin* rules in 
question, so that they shall not apply to a meeting 
held under the license of the State Racing Com- 
mission. Very respectfully.

Section 6 of chapter 570 of the New York racing 
law (the Percy-Gray law), referred to in tin* o|»euiiig 
paragraph of Mr. Butler’s letter covers li<*ensex for 
races and the conditions thereof and in full reads 
us follows: 0 

Any eor|M»rat i**n or association desiring to obtain 
tlie benefits of the provisions of section 2 of this 
act. if proposing to conduct a race course or ru«v 
meeting for running races nr steeplechases, may 
annually apply (•» the State Racing Commission for 
a license to conduct running races and race meet- 
ings or steeplechase meetings as the ease may be. 
If. iu tin* judgment of such commission, a proper 
ease for tin* issuance of such license is shown, it 

may grant such -license, for a term «*f one year. 

Every such license shall contain a condition that all 
running races or race meetings conducted there- 
under. shall Im* subject to the reasonable rules 

and regulations, from time to time prescrilicd by 
the Joekey Club, a corjmratiou organized under the 
laws of ih** State of New York, and that all steeple- 
chase meetings or steeplechases- shall hi* subject to 
tin* reasonable rules and regulations of tin* National 
Steeplechase Association, a corporation organized 

under the laws of the State of New York. Any 
nil** or regulation of such Jockey Club or National 
Steeplechase Associat i**n may •»*■ modified or abro- 
gated by the Stat«* Ra*ing Commission, on giving 
such Jockey Club or National Steeplechase Associa- 
tion an op(Mirt unity to be heard.

The company consists of station hands, boundary 
riders, ami cattlemen of all sorts; station managers, 
station owners, and their wives and families, pros- 
pectors from the neighboring ranges, and black 
Iniy servants. 

The nearest township, Burketown, which is be- 
tween seventy ami eighty miles distant, sends a 
contingent of its 300 inhabitants, and, in fact, 

generally provides the city men who run the 

totalizator. 

The races are principally from half a mile to 
a mile for grass fed horses, and, however good they 
may l»e, they are almost at the end of their tether 
at a mile and a quarter, although they will carry 
their owners for seventy or eighty miles a day at 
a moderate pace. Frequently the course is as 

hard as granite, but that apparently is a trifle be- 

neath the notice of a bushman’s horse. Tlie times 
made are so good as to make one doubt the ex- 
cellence of the watches— not oh the horses. There 
are five or six races each day.

WORK OF KENTUCKY COMMISSION. 

It Is Doing the Things for Which It Was 
Created — Better Sport Coming. 

“No turf governing txxly in tlio country is giving 
more attention to th«» sport than the Racing Com- 
mission of Kentucky. While its recent meeting 
which cut the Latonia meeting short dhi not meet 
with general approval, it is believed by many now 
to have been t.he tiest thing that could tie done, 
and the future of racing will lie assured in the 
old commonwealth,” says the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

“The Racing Commission was created for the 
purpose of governing the turf in Kentucky and to 
raise the standard of the sjxirt. That it is going 
to go through with that was shown by their recent 
action in the Latonia case. More so by the reso- 
lution, which comes up at the next meeting for 
adoption, which wipes out the bookmaking owner. 
The idea of the commisison is to minimize the 
chances for adverse criticism. The bookmaking 
owner, in its opinion, is a menace to horse racing, 
at least it creates that impression. 

“But the commisison is not going to stop there. 
Being created to govern the sport, it wants to 
appoint the officials under whose eyes the same 
is conducted, for in reality they are but agents 
of the commission. To them the commission must 
look for the enforcement of its rules, ami an 
appeal can be taken to the commission by any one 
who has fallen under the ban of the racing otfi 
rials. It looks like it would lie a good thing to 
have the officials of a race track free from all 
entanglements and under obligations to no one. 
Their decision should go, then, unquestioned. A 
Jockey under contract to one stable should not Ik* 
allowed to ride for another owner in a race where 
the stable is running a horse. That was the rule, 
but was changed when the American Turf Associ- 
ation was founded, and a shortage of jockeys was 
anticipated, but it ought to have been wiped out 
ere this. Further still, the Racing Commission will 
seek to divorce the betting ring from the racing 
game. It wants the game to stand up without the 
direct income from the ring. The fact that liook- 
niakers pay over $100 a day to the race track makes 
them an asset of the racing association. The 
book maker who is one that profits by dishonest 
racing gets all the protection. 

“Horses, owners and trainers are banished, but 
the Ixxikic escapes. Why not? He represents too 
much to the association, while owners, horses, 
trainers and jockeys, why, the woods are full of 
tliem. With the Ixxiking unrecognized it is believed 
that the judges can be depended on for their liest 
efforts in running fraud to the bottom and get at 
the ones who were resjxuisible for the crooked 
work. 

“If the commission goes through with all of 
these things, then the racing in Kentucky will lx* 
the best in the land as far as the honesty of the 
sport is concerned.” 

DEMURRER’S RACING CAREER. 

A steady campaigner that has changed hands no 
less than ten times in his eight seasons on the 
turf is Demurrer, the nine-year-old bay gelding by 
Deceiver — Florettc, now on the northern circuit in 
the stable of J. Clay. There is nothing phenomenal 
alxiut Demurrer. Hi* has paid his way, with pos- 
sibly something over, winning at least one race 
every season. A mile is as far as he cares to go 
and the limit of his speed is about 1:40$, with not 
over 115 pounds up. Three-quarters of a mile 
suits him lx*tter, and he can do this in around 
1:14J. He is enough of a rogue to make blinkers 
a necessary part of his racing equipment, aud just 
now a muddy track suits him better than a 
fast one. 

Demurrer made his first start at Sheepshead Bay 
June 29, 1900, as a two year-old iu the colors 

of John E. Madden, aud won. A. L. Aste then 
bought him and won a race with him the first 
time he sent him to the post, and this was followed 
by victories in the Woodcock and Partridge Stakes. 
He got some part of the money iu all the races 
he ran for Aste save one at the Empire City 
track. J. P. Kramer bought him front Aste and 
scored the first out at Brooklyn iu the spring of 
1901, but Demurrer failed to run to his two-year- 
old form, and was only in the money three times 
out of eleveu raii*s for the rest of the year. 
Kramer was gratified to see the horse win his first 
start the following year, but subsequent races were 
disappointing, and he finally sold him to Schaffer 
& Meyer, who sent him to the post six times la*fore 
he won for them at the fall meeting at Henning. 
The following season Demurrer again won his first 
out at the Henning spring meeting. His numerous 
races on the New York tracks that year were poor, 
hut lie won one at Aqueduct and another during tin* 
fall at Benning. Schaffer then shipp'd Demurrer 
to New Orleans, where he raced several times, 
hut was in the money only once. 

For the fourth time Demurrer started the year 
with a win when he won a race at Toronto in the 
spring of 1901, but he did little afterward. Iu 
the winter Schaffer shipped the gelding to New 
Orleans, and sold him to r. Z. De Arman, who 
passed him on to C. R. Tallx*rt, who let him go 
to M. K offer, and lie in turn sold him to O. O. 



Handicap are not out yet, but it Is safe to assume 
that Mr. Vosburg will hand him an imjiosl sufficient 
to render his chance of winning dubious, to say the 
least. His tiest chance to win appears to be In the 
Cup. This is at weight for age, so that nominally 
all will run on even terms. His burden here will 
la* 113 pounds and it should set lightly on the back 
of the Brighton Handicap winner. Frank GUI, 
Monfort, Tony Faust ami Yankee Girl were among 
the July entries to the Cup and of the prior nomi- 
nations Flip Flap, Nealou, Montgomery, Salvidere, 
Tangle, Sir Htion, Running Water, Dr. Gardner, 
Electioneer and Gallavaut are best. Peter Pan 
should win the Cup, if sent for it, but .otherwise he 
does not appear to have anything but a hard chance 
in his other engagements at Saratoga. 

RED BONNET TO MAKE HER DEBUT. 

Red Bonnet, the chestnut filly by St. Simonian— 
Reckon, which is carded to make her first start in 
the sixth race at Brighton Beach today, was bred 
by tin* late Captain S. S. Brown at Scnorita Stud 
in Kentucky, and was sold by auction as a yearling 
to James R. Keene September 4 last for $0,000. 
She is a half-sister to Accountant, winner of nine 
races and $N3,570 as a three-year-old last year. 
Compute. Sam Phillips, Odd, Reckoner, Calculation 
and Estimate. Reckon, the dam, won thirty-three 
ra»*es in four seasons. Red Bonnet was the fourth 
highest priced yearling filly of 1906. The three 

that sold over her were Bonnie Star, by Star 
Shoot — Bonnie Blue II., which went to H. P. 

Whitney for $10,000; Desirous, Ny Hamburg — 
Clementina, to A. J. Joyner for $10,000, and Spar- 
ker. by Star Ruby — Fusee, to A. J. Joyner for 

$6,500.
